By combining adrenaline pumping percussion and the intimate grace of classical chamber music, the SO 
Percussion Quartet thrill their audiences. 

Founded in New Haven, Conn. in 1999, the group includes Adam Sliwinski, raised in Hudson, OH, 
Douglas Perkins, Jason Treuting and Lawson White. They are all graduates of the Yale School of Music. 

So in Japanese means “to play” and that is exactly what they do. Striving to advance and define their style 
of percussion, the group gives concerts full of energy and personality. Advancing their percussion personalities, the 
group holds energetic concerts that enthrall their audiences. They also give classes at many universities across the 
U.S. promoting percussion skills, development through composition clinics, coaching and solo lessons. 

Many of the programs performed by the group were specifically made for them. David Lang’s “The So- 
Called Laws of Nature,” for example, was written for them in 2002. Inspired by Steve Reich’s “Drumming,” the 
work is split into three segments where the artists perform a “Rock ’n’ Roll romp” using instruments of wooden 
slats, pieces of junk metal and flowerpots. Its thrilling energy is relentless and each performer shows their 
remarkable mastery of percussion without ever controlling the performance. 

John Cage’s “Third Construction” was also written for the group. The performers weave their audience 
into a web of excitement using exotic instruments, such as North American rattles, conch shells, cowbells and 
cymbals. 

The next performance in the Gala Music series will be The Brentano String Quartet on Wednesday, 
Nov. 5, 2003 at 7:30 p.m., in CMA’s Gartner Auditorium. Named after Antonie Brentano, Beethoven’s 
mysterious “Immortal Beloved,” the BSQ is known for its technical brilliance and stylistic elegance. Tickets are
